The'French March to Langson. 
FULL DETAILS, 
(From a Correspondent.) 

Lanagon, Fob. 13, 1885. 
- Phe French column entered Langson 
to.day. Tha-.troops engaged in tho cam- 
paign have been fewer than was proviously 
supposed, and tho resistaneo encountered, 
though stronuous, was less formidable than 
many had expected. A few days before! 
joining the column I had beon told by an 


officer in charge of an important garrison | 


that there was a French army at Chu of 
20,000 men, but the more prevalent opinion 


among military circlos was that 10,000 was 


nearer the mark, and so it turned cut. Io 
October lust there were said to be from 
12,000 to 15,000 French troops in Tonquin. 
Since then a cettain proportion of sick and 
time-expired men have been scut kume, but 
reinforcements to the extent of 3,000 men 
have arrived to fill up the vacancies. Im- 
mediately before the campaign was opetied it 
was well known that the garrisons in every 
quarter of Tonquin had “been almost de- 
pleted to furnish troops for the .expedition, 
and the following figures will show to what 
extent these were reduced. At Namdinh, 
where there is a native popniation of 
60,000 or 70,000, only 15 French soldiers 
were left to guard tho place; in Nimbinh 
and Haiduong, nono; in Hunghoa, 150-; 
in Thai Nguyuen, 15; at the Seven - Pago- 
das, 50 artillerymen and 2 aoljiors of the 
line, with a lioutenant in command ;. at 
Phulang Thuong, some 50 or 60; and at 
Kep porhaps 160. Of equrse in all these 
gartizons there was 9 company or section of 
native- trovps on whose roliability, too 
mach trust cannot be placed; “but. J 
give the figures to show ,that when 
all but 206 or 300 of the French forces. in 
Tonquin were requisitioned for the Lingson 
expodition, it waa natural to suppasa that 
at least 10,009 mon were to march to the 
front. As a mattor of fact, however, the 
column, composed of two brigades, has not 
exceeded 6,009 in number. It is certain 
that the’ numbor of men placed: hors de com- 
bat in engagements is but a vory small pro- 
portion of tho number to be accounted for, 
and confirms most conclusively what has 
been said about tha 
of the climate upon the army oveupy- 
ing Tonquin. That the expedition should 
be- accomplished (in so far as it has 
beon accomplished) by such a small body of 
men says much for the skill'and energy of 
the commanders, and the devotion and 
endurance of the army. That to compose 
thia small army important garrisons in the 
North and West shoull be temporarily 
denuded, while the Black Flags on the 
River.

in making a plan of tho country from the

soldiers, like the Chinese, do not seruple to ; 
decapitate their enemies, having the belief | 
that a headless man is a hapless one ; his 
head being cut off, he is cut off from the 
abode of bliss. 


Jiness in the camp, oceasiuned by the can- 
tinuous infantry fire amongst the bills 
higher up the valley, a body of Chinese 
troops, detachod from the army, and no 
doubt tho same body, cr a portion of it, 
which afterwards gave trouble by attackiug 
two companies of the Foroign Legion, who 
formed the advancé gnard. The Foreign 
Legion have had very hard work, several 
times during. the recent campuign, and on 
each occasion they earned a good nume. 
Porhaps the most obstinate resistance mot 
with in taking the forts in the detilo leading 
up to Dongson, was from one captured by 
the Foreign Legion, in doing which’ they 
suffered serious loss. I have previously 
stated that amongst the officers, the Com- 
mandaut was killed and a lientanant wound= 
ed; the latter, an Italian Prince, bas since 
died. -Ihave ata later date witnessed the 
Legion ‘bearing for honts the brant of « 
hot fire. On tho 8th thay had to stand a 
sharp attack from picked Chinose troups: 
It wasin this attack that a’ discipline and 
skill was shown which has not hitherto 
been displayed by Chinesa troops. At one 
period of the fight, indeed, they were 
almost snecessinl in turning the, position 
of the Legion. ‘While those were opposing 
ihe main body of the onemy, the Chinose 
suddenly appeared within 150 yards of 
them, almost in rear, A suldior of the 


Legion happened to see them, gavo tho 
alarm and rushed upon them with his 
bayonet. Ho lost his life, but saved tha 
fights thé enemy boing beaten offat a coat to 
the Legion of 8 men waunded. 

On the 10th instant, the Staff started at 
8 a.m., the press, a very amal] detachment, 
closely following. Soon we were split up, 
however, by the artillery, mules, ambulance 
train, and various detachmouts of troops 
who had preceded us, Having in tima suc- 
ceeded in passing these on a narrow 
but a good road, when compared with the

Ascending the valley coritinuously with. 
owt.other iuterruption than that occasioned 
by rather steep descents and aszenta at the 
crossing places. of the stream, we. got 
upoo the right bank; the ¢roes gradually 
disappeared and left the hills bare on both 
sides “of us down ia the stream beneath. 
At four o'clock tho valley opened out a 
little into a close amphitheatre, to which a

them over the rugged bed of the narrow 
stream, we followed the General-in Chief 
and staff up the hill on which stands 
the fort, besida which we camped for the 
ight. All within the fort was a mass of 
charred debris, its recent tenants, the last 
of. whom. were making off as the advance 
guard arrived, having burned what was 
readily combustible before their departure. 
Tha walls were -well constructed, -arid_ sur- 
rounded by a double trench, but the place 
was perfectly useless for defence being com- 
mandod on cither side by heights of greater 
elevation. | 

Some idea may be formed of the length. 
of ‘the columan of 6,000-troops with some 
1,590 - or 2,800 coolies, “marchisg in 
single file through a. mountainous coun- 
try without interruption; with shalt for 
tho ‘covlies of 10 minutes. ere hour, 
when I state that though ‘the staff reached 
‘the camp at 4 o'clock it was 9 o'clock bofore 
‘the last of the baggage train arrived.

From this point.two roads branch off’ 
towards the North, ono following the valley :

chad bebir'ge broken down by. the retreating 
Chinese as to bo impassable by tha.

A party of Ti- 
raillours from the adjoining height attempt 
to dislodge these sharpshucters, but ss they 
continue tv amuse themselves, the artillery- 
men and their mules, and the Goneral’s 
Uhasseur bedy-guard and their horses. are 
ordered to mnve below the ridge on the 
sheltered sido of the hill. 

Whilo this is going. on, having tied our 
pouies-on the sheltered side of the hill, we 
are observing the advance of the column 
through the plains, ascending tho hills; 
beyond the village baforo us. Tho thread 
moves on until it shapes itself on a slope 
into compact bodies, weven® together in 
dark massesonagreen ground. Ascending 
tho narrow- hoight on the left is a battery 
of the second brigade. We cam seo -the 
Chinese banners ‘and troops on the further 
ridge, and, on a high point to the left, two

cuous, keep their ground until they have 
aufliciently observed our numbers, positions

At 5.45 pan. the French bugle éalls to 
ceage firing, and, with curious affect, at tho 
yery moment the French. desist the Chi- 
nese do so alse, and there ia a shock of. 
Tho fight for tat diy was ended, 
atncost of 94 wounded, 8 of: whom wero 
ofthe Foroign Legion. The fact that four 
artillerymen wore wounded: would scem to 
indicata that there .ara some amongst 
the Chinese possessed of - more skill in 
the-use—of the rifle “than usial;~ but 


rifle they do not appear to’ know how 
to use their cannon. Perhaps, in first 
using them, they so adjusted the shells. that 
they burst too soon, snd now have gone te 
the other extrema and adjust them ta 
explode too Inte.

. The troopa were ordered to remain for 
the night in the positions they occupied 
when firing ceased, and_so, wishing ‘ good 
bye’. ty the French officers of the Annu- 
inite company, we hastened back to find our 
ponies before it shuuld be dark. De- 
seanding tho hill we caine almost im- 
mediately upon 6 Chinawan who was 
erauching agzinst the bank at. the side of 
the roud. J'erhaps he was wounded and 
unable to escape when his countrymen had 
been driven from the height. et ho did 
not seem to be in pain, nor did he seem to 
be go much fvarfnl as watchinl and expect- 
ant. Inatinetively I said : ‘While, the 
pidgin English for‘ make off, ‘ get away,’ 
but, as was to be expected, the word had no 
By remaining with him 
we should only attract attention, and doter- 
mine his fate. . The best we could do was to 
leave him, with a fecble hope that he might 
beable to effect his escapa, We learned after- 
wards that he had been discovered and shot. 
That night- we were so fortunate as to 
find quarters in a houso in the adjacent 
villego,—the first time we had alopt under 
a roof, at least a houss roof, fur 19 days. 


which rojoiced the hearts of our coolies 
and was appreciated by our ponies. Jn 
‘the yard on the opposite side of the narrow, 
miry street the ambnianco was placed,-and 
by tho light of Ianterns the ductors wore 
attending tn the wounded. Frequent 
visits were made here by General Negrier 
and Colonel Giovanninelli, chief of the 
firat brigade, and speedily, rumour gays, to 
be inade a General.

With. a-long-drawn ‘Ohi’ and tho word 
‘man-man’ on ‘his lips, he fell- from’ his| 
horse and died. 

At 1.46, firing coasod, the Chinese having 
‘been compelled to retreat to another posi- 
tion. Iu the short interval that preceded 
the final outbreak we moved on aldng the: 
ridge which "had been’ occupied by. the 
marine corps; and, in’ a few minutes, 
had .ovidence of the severity of.~the 
struggle. On a tevol spot at. the turn 
of the road was collected about 60. Turcos-; 
and the ambulances men wero bringing in 
others from tho heights arvund: - A’ few 
were dead, 2-d were being carried off to be 
buried. The doctors were busy among’ the 
wounded, dressing their wounds, and placing 
the worst casos on thick beds andthe others 
on canvas stretchers, which wore carried’ 
to the rear. by the ambulance coolies, four 
cooligs to esich stretcher. An officer “had 
bsen wounded in the leg, bus only stopped 
to cut down the leather of his boots, and 
then went on with his men, Qxe.of the}. 
men whom I saw had boon grazed just on 
the nostrih _ Some of the artillerymen 
were again wounded ; ‘their commandant 
was killed: - as 4 

At 4 o'clock, we mounted the crest of 
the hill_to-see thé Chifese. make - their 
last’ stand on. tho “ridge of. the plain, 


rounding heights, In the darkness and 

thering mist -T tried. to finda shelter in 
the~-village but for“long’in vain, - The 
housea “wera few and small.and-of the 
poorest kind. . I had uneaddled my pony 
in’a dark corner, and disposed mysolf for 
the night on the wot grnes, when. I was| 
Nailed by a friend, who gave tha wol- 
come. intelligence ‘that -he ‘had ~ found 
shelter. In a short passage, about a yard 
wide, we came. to a -brokén-down -téne- 
ment, into the upper: chamber © of 
which,’ after performing. gymnastic x- 
eccise," for there were neither staira nor 
ladder, we wore thankful to find a placeto 
lia. down in. Our baggago coolies wore 
miles-in the rear, ao that there was no hope- 
of obtaining our--food from thom. ~~ ie 
companion had in his saddle bag an army 
biscuit and 4 part of a tin: of cheess, I hap- 
pily had in mine two biscuitd and atin of 
marmalade; so wo fared fairly well.. Our 


Jeovering was moagro for a cold night, but 


we slept 4. littio. Ourpaniea wore made 
happy by the find of a magazine of-rico,— 
ons thing. in which all the villages of this 
quértor-are rich, PoE 
~ There was found hera also a store of pow- 
dor, bullets and cartridgos, German make, 
for the Winchéster ropoating rifle, Kynock’s 
percussion caps, tc., and, in the morning, 
scores of the soldiers were recoiving froin 
tho atores white--bags of. uninnned leathor’ 
and Chinese make, intended, probably, for 
carrying caps. : 
Next day, the 13th February, our march 
was freo and uninterrupted, save by occa- 
sional ohatructions in the muddy road. 

At 1lam, we ontered the deaerted cita- 
del of Langson. On entering wa heard 
that the enemy ‘intended to show fight out- 


side. Passing through to the rampart on 


the north side, we could seo a smail body 
on the opposite side of the river, the Son, 
Ki Cung, ranged, with gaudy flags and 
banners in the fort of Kilua, less than 
athousand yards distant. .Two guns wero 
brought up; one or two-shots caused tha 
banners and their bearera to disappear 
within ‘the forts, and ono or two more 
caused them to vacate the fort, and beat 
another and, perhaps, final retreat. 

In itself Langson’is s mean place, and 
the larger village of Ki-lua, half a mile be- 
yond, ia equally mean, a collection. of 
Annamite and Muong huts andja few Chineso 
houses. Encircled by hills, it is indefensible. 
Somothing of the picturusque is given to the 
scene by the fact that within the circle of tha 
brown ‘grocn hills adjacent to the citadel 
there oreep out from tho dall red sandy 
soil, rugged-magsea of white matble, cover; 
ed with dark grean bushes, and showing on 
theiz weather-stained sides largo streaks of 
yellowish white. These atand out boldly 
ina way that is effective, and almost.impos« 
ing, conveying something of the appearance 
-of guardian castles dispused around for the 
protection of the citadel or ag if thoy were 
the homes of the lueal divinities, or haunts 
af the genii. 

Large stores of ammunition have been 
found here, anda. number of brass guns,’ 
two mitrailleuses and a few Krapps; some 
of these-wero found- buried in the gronnd, 
which seems tu baa Chinese practice when 
they are unable to carry off thair gune. 

As to the fight en route-to Lang- 
son it was. no doubt the stoutest resist- 
ance that’ the French have encountared 
since Nontai. I have not been able as 
yet to ascertain tho whole number of 
killed ond wounded in the series of en- 
gagements between Chu and Langeon, but 
it must bo large, especially since the last 
battle on the road, in which perhops, as 
many were disabled as in all the other en- 
geyementa together. At the storming of 
the fort at Ban Viay there were 4 killed and 
8 wonrided in one company alone of the 
marino infantry, Three other companies 
of the battalion were engaged that day, and 
Cannot have escaped without loss. The Tur- 
cog battalion suffered mest, having a total of 
178 wounded. The Chinese losses must have 
been proportionately heavy, . Tho nutnber 
of Chineso engagod has not been ascertained 
with certainty, It has been estimated that 
the pumber of Chineso.on the Cha route 
was 15,000, and the total number of those 
on the road to Langson has been variously 
estimated to be as Iow as 50,0°0 and na 
high a3 100,000, that ia, including the Jarge. 
number of coolies required. for earrying 
home the wounded, -
